In the 
gradual unfolding of this he dagnerreo- 
types in most faithful ou'lines the demora!- 
ized character of this portion of the commual- 
ty, and traces thoroughly and intelligently 
the effects of the curse of slavery upon 
the mutual relations of the races of men and 
classes of society in this country. 

It is another noticeable feature of this 
volume, that tbe ts so dramatically 
drawn are true. They not transpire in the 
order given, and oceupied a wider ringe of 
time in their occurrence, but all of them 
came, at different times, under the author's 
observance. There is abundant material in 
the book to confirm this even if the high 
character of the writer admitted of its ques- 
tion. The portraits are original, They bear 
the marks of life in every line. 

Apart from the argumentative character of 
the book and the subject which forms its 
groundwork, a subject which to-day is knock- 
ing in thunder tones at our national threshold 
for solution, the literary character of the 
book must attractattention. In execution it 
is thoroughly dramatic. I's portraits are drawao 
with a bold hand and stand ont stereoscepic- 
ally. The unity of the work is preserved 
througbout and framed in glowing descrip- 
tions and passages of powg¢r and pathos rare- 
ly equalled.
